Premier Assassinated at 
Opera Thursday Night Suc- 
cumbs to Wounds. 


KNEW DOOM WAS NEAR.

KIEFF, Sept. 18.--P. A. olypin, prime 
minister of Russia, who was shot during a 
gala performance at the opera house here 
last Thursday night by Dmitry Bogroff, died 
at 10 o'clock this evening. It is announced 
that the dead statesman's heart was not 
strong enough to withstand the effects of an 
internal hemorrhage “with which the doctors 
in attendance were unable to cope. The dying 
man suffered intense agony during which 
he would murmur frequently: *‘ Death—death 
ig creeping on.” 

Almost until the last the premier was con- 
scious, and for half an hour during the early 
part of the evening his wife alone was at his 
bedside. 

Towards thé end Stolypin’s suffering in- 
creased. He groaned incessantly and threw 
himself about on the couch on which he lay. 

At a lucid interval a priest administered 
extreme unction. The metropolitan Flavian 
blessed and consoled him in his last mo- 
ments. Frequently he called: Give me the 
letter. Take it away. Give me a red bene! “ 
His last words were, “ Lift me! Light up!“ 


End Comes Peacefully. 
Halt an hour before his death Stolypin 
asked the doctérs to turn him on Rls side, 
He died peacefully, surrounded by several 
of his relatives and state officials. 

All hope for the premier's recovery was 
abandoned this morning. Saturday night 
indications of peritonitis were noted, which 
became aggravated on Sunday. The bufetin 
issued by the attending physicians early this 
evening declared that the patlent's condition 
was hopeless. It was signed by seven doctors 
and read: 8 p. m.—M. Stolypin’s condition 
during the course of the day became aggra- 
vated: Toward evening the pulse was im- 
perceptible. Condition hopeless.” 

Premature reports of the premier’s death 
were current for houfs before it occurred. 
Several missions and embassies were misled 
by these reports and notified their govern- 
ments. 


Tried to Conceal Death. 

The authorities at first decided to conceal 
the news of the premier’s death until morn- 
ing, fearing anti-Jewish outbreaks. This 
was found to be impossible, and after the 
announcement was made all the attention 
of the authorities was centered in the pro-

a converted Jew. 

Representatives of the Jewish community 
were panic stricken and begged for pro- 
tection, and 30,000 troops were poured into 
Kleff to prevent excesses. The city is de- 
pressed but calm. M. Kokovsoff, the minis- 
ter of finance, who was appointed acting 
premier after M. Stolypin was shot, has sent 
a peremptory circular to the various gov- 
ernors on, the maintenance of order. It is 
stated on excellent authority that M. Kokov- 
soff will be appointed premier. 

One hundred and fifty arrests of lawyers 
and other acquaintances of Dmitry Bogroff, 
the man who shot Stolypin, have been made 
in Kieff. 


Assassin Talks to Police. 

Bogroff talked freely today of his past 
life and furnished the authorities with val 
udble clews. The original confident beha- 
vior of the prisoner has given place to de- 
spondency, and he is now receiving medical 
treatment.

With six men to be nominated at each of 
the judicial conventions todas Republicans 
and Democratic leaders spent yesterday and 
last night in ng conferences and caucuses 
in an effort to agree upon à suitable list of 
candidates to be submitted to the conven- 
tions. 

Leaders in neither party would admit that 
“ slates’ were to be prepared for the 1,500 
precinct committeemen who will name the 
judicial ticket, but the district leaders of the 
Kepublicans conferred informally to get to- 
gether upon two men from each of the three 
parts of the city, while the sifting com- 
mittee of the Democrats caucused for hours 
last night to trim the host of sixty-two as- 
pirants for the bench nominations. * 

It was long after midnight before the Dem- 
oerats quit with the eligibles pruned down 
to nineteen, and the caucus was adjourned 
to meet again at the La Salle at 9 o'clock 
to ballot again for favorites to present to the 
convention at 10 o'clock. The Republican 
leaders also called a preliminary caucus. 


Republican Slate Talk. 

The Republican race during the day, how- 
ever, narrowed down to a dozen favorite can- 
didates out of the scores whose names have 
been mentioned by friends, and it is expected 
that this morning’s conference will end with 
a harmonious understanding as to every man 
who will be given a place on the judicial 
ticket. It has been practically agreed thet 
the three sections of the city are to be given 
equal representation on the ticket. 

One south side man, former Municipal 
Judge McKenzie Cleland, with the solid town 
of Lake backing, is eaid to be certain of being 
named. The second choice of the south side 
ig still ig a matter to be determined, it was 
said last evening, with former Judge Jesse 
Holdom, an apparent favorite. He comes 
from the Sixth ward, the balllwick of John 
R. Thompson, however, and Mr. Thompson 
has named George H. White as the candidate 
of the Sixth. Legislater Noble B. Judah Jr. 
of the Seoond ward is being championed for 
the place by Chauncey Dewey, while another 
well backed contestant is Municipal Judge 
W. N. Gemmill. 

On the west side there was an apparent 
agreement upon E. A. Dicker of the Thir- 
teenth ward and Andrew J. Redmond of Oak 
Park until reports of an increased Lorimer 
interest in the slate were heard. One report 
had it that the Lorimer men would try to 
go into the caucus and convention today and 
ferce George F. Barrett upon the ticket. 


Lorimerites Given No Say. 

The anti-Lorimer people declare that there 
shall be nothing about the judicial nominees 
smacking of the senator and several ob- 
jections were entered to Judge Dicker be- 
cause he was affiliated with the Lorimer ele- 
ment and has been regarded always as a 
Lorimerite. Friends of Edward 8. Day in the 
evening still held hopes of landing him on 
the slate. The Evanston backers of George 
T. Kelly had not given up hopes of getting 
him the place for the country towns. 

On the north side. politicians generally 
seemed to believe that Charles M. Foell 
of the Twenty-first ward and Millard’ R. 
Powers of the Twenty-fifth stood a good 
chance. ‘However, there was no cessation of 
active work for William A. Vincent of the 
Twenty-first ward and A. W. Brickwood of 
the Fourteenth ward. Thomas H. Cannon's 
friends in the Twenty-fifth ward also were 
not allowing him to be counted out of the 
running until this morning's caucus results 
are known. 


Democrats Cut List Down. 

After the Democratic “ sifting '’ committee 
finished its night’s work it was evident that 
the leaders practically had agreed upon four 
candidates they considered certain. of being 
nominated today. They are E. D Adcock, 
Seventh ward; Clarence N. Goodwin, Seventh 
ward; M. L. McKinley, Twenty-fifth ward: 
and Ross C. Hall, Oak Park. 

It was believed that the other two places 
would be filled by two of five more cand! 
dates, including E. N. Zoline of the Sixth 
ward, Julius Smietanka of the Eighth ward, 
D. E. Sullivan of the Twenty-fifth ward, and 
Thomas J. Dawson and Daniel G. Ramsay 
of the Twenty-sixth ward. 

Others.of the list of nineteen were Peter R. 
Boylan of the Second ward, Michael E. Maher 
of the Fourth ward, William Rothmann and 
Sigmund Zeisler of the Seventh ward, John 
Stelk of the Ninth ward, Hugh J. Kearns and 
E. G. Purkhiser of the Thirteenth ward, J. 
M. Laventhal of the Fifteenth ward, Martin 
Walsh of the Twentieth ward, and Joseph A. 
O’Vonnell of the Twenty-eighth ward. 

Of the nineteen candidates, six are recog- 
nized as Harrison men, three are adherents

MADRID, Sept. 18.—The strike situation 
‘throughout Spain is so serious that it is pos- 
sible the conatitutional guarantees will be 
suspended throughout the country. There 
are general strikes at Bilbec and Saragossa 
and partial ones at Huelva, Cadiz, Valencia, 
Seville, and Gijon. General strikes are feared 
at Corunna and Ferroll. 

Martial law has been proclaimed at Va- 
lencia, and the latest official advices from 
there are that there was considerable rioting 
this morning. Barricades were thrown up, 
but the police charged the mobs and dis- 
persed them. 

Artillery has been posted at strategical 
points and other prompt steps have been 
taken to suppress the disorders, Aza result 
the afternoon passed without disturbances.

Revolutionary Plot Uncovered. 
“The government NWS received word from 
Barcelona of a revolutionary plot which has 
been formed by Spanish and foreign anar- 
chists and trade unionists. 

The governor of Barcelona says the plot 
has been frustrated and nine of the ten mem- 
bers of the revolutionary committee have 
been arrested. 

Premier Canalejas announced tonight that 
the government was in possession of all the 
details of the plot. It knows the names of 
all the persons concerned, as well as the 
names of these who provided funds, from 
what source they came, and where and by 
whom received. 

The premier aleo announced that the gov- 
ernment had information to the effect that 
plans were laid to assassinate Gen, Weyler. 
captain general of Catalonia. 

It has been ascertained that the committee 
had decided on a genera! strike to be accom- 
panied with violent measures. They had ob- 
talned quantity of dynamite with whicp 
they intended to blow up the telegraph and 
telephone apparatus and the railways. 


Mob Kills Judge at Trial. 

One of the most serious and significant dis- 
orders since the calling of the strikes in vari- 
ous Spanish cities was reported late tonight 
from the township of Cullera, which adjoins 
Valencia. Here a mob stormed the town 
hall during the trial of several men who had 
been arrested for participation in the earlier 
riots of the strike, 

The mob stormed into the courtroom and 
shot the judge to death. Before the custom 
house guards succeeded in dispersing them 
the rioters also severely wounded several of 
the court officers. The dispatch was got 
through to the capital with great difficulty 
and it was impossible to learn whether the 
mob succeeded in freeing the men on trial, 
although the general impression is that it 


did. 
Serious Riot at Saragossa. 

Delayed telegrams from Saragossa tell of 
grave troubles there yesterday. There was 
a massmefiing of workingmen, after which 
there was a public demonstration. 

The civil guard was called out and was 
forced to charge the demonstrators, who fired 
upon the guard. This fire was returned, and 
there were several volleys from both sides, 

The disturbance continued for some time, 
during which the mob cried: “ Long live the 
revolution!” 80 far as known, only one per- 
son was killed. 

The strikes continue at Corunna and Se- 
ville, but no disorders are reported up to the 
present. 

King Alfonso has postponed indefinitely 
tis projected visit to San Sebastian. 


Martial Law in Vienna. 

VIENNA, Sept. 18.—Vienna tonight is in 
the hande of the military authorities. The 
garrison hag been reinforced by several other 
regiments, and all the palaces and public 
buildings are guarded. Two thousand troops 
surround the Schonbrunn palace. 

Martial law has been declared in the Otta 
kring district, where the most serious disor- 
ders occurred last night. This district is oc- 
coupled by 6,000 troops. Disturbances of a 
minor nature occurred there this evening, but 
the soldiers soon had the rioters under con- 
trol. : 
AS a precautionary measure a police proc- 
lamation has been issued ordering that until 
further notice all houses in the district, 
where the disturbance was most serious, be 
closed at 8 o'clock in the evening and all 
saloons and cafés closed at 9 o’clock. 


Jeer London’s Lord Mayor. 

PRAGUE, Sept 18. — The lord mayor of 
London, who arrived here today, was greeted 
upon his appearance in the streets by great 
crowds, who cried: “Shame! We want 
bread!" Stop your banquets!” 

@ome of those in the streets tried to drown 
the cries, but were unsuccessful. Owing to 
the difference in the languages, the visitors 
did not know what was being shouted at them 
and only realized that semething was wrong 
when they saw the pelice clearing the streets.

A policeman who has been on the force for 
twenty-six years wrote last night to Tus 
TRIBUN® as follow: 

A word from an honest patrolman en 
police graft investigation. 

I am a member of the United Police, but 
after a meeting held Friday, Sept. 18. I am 
through with it like more of my fellow 
policemen. Graft-always went on, but not 
as barefaced as now. Those inspectors 
and captains who are up against it just 
now are trying to levy a $1 assessment on 
every member of the United Police to pay 
for their defense. 

These men have been getting the cream 
for twenty-five or thirty years and they 
could afford to put up $5,000 and not miss 
it. With the aid of Attorney Sullivan, who 
is connected with the corporation coun- 
sel's office (and how he got to represent 
the United Police I do not know) the in- 
spectors and captains tried to put over 
this assessment of $1 for attorney's fees. 

They were stopped by a clever ruse of 
Operator Dixon of the executive board 
of the United Police, who had the matter 
deferred for a month on the pretense of 
getting new members in first. This blocked 
the game last Friday night.

Sunday he denied making 
the payment, called Brolaski a black 
mailer,” and declared that he had thrown 
the one time gambler out of hisoffice. Yes. 
terday he said the former interview had been 
a misunderstanding.

$25,000 INSURANCE HELD. 


$10,000 Seeking to Prove 
His Identity. 


Auburn, N. V., Sept. 18.— [Special. }—A pris 
oner, declared by ‘himself and by the New 
York Life Insurance company to be George 
A. Kimmel, formerly cashier of the Farmers 
State bank of Arkansas City, Kas., was re- 
leased from the Auburn prison this morning. 
He left immediately for Niles, Mich., his 
former home, where he expects to establish 
his identity. : 

The insurance company has declined to 
pay 628.000 life insurance on the life of Kim- 
mel. The company spent $10,000 to locate 
Fimmel, who disappeared from Arkansas 
City in 1896, and whose family has main- 
tained that he is dead. 

Edna Kimmel Bonslett, sister of the true 
George A. Kimmel and beneficiary on the 
policies, and her mother, Stella Kimmel, de- 
rounce the prisoner, who entered the prison 
here as Andrew J. White, ae an impostor. 
Kiůmmel (or White) was released at 8:30 
e. m. He was met by Harry Fox, who, he 
says, is his cousin. He said people at Niles 
would surely recognize him after only fif- 
teen years’ absence. He has no doubt he can 
prove his identity. He was dazed and weak, 
end is suffering from asthma. He seems to 
lose the thread of his storv as he talks. 


Light on $10,000 Missing Bonds. 
As he left Auburn Kimmel shed new light 
on the disappearance in 1896 of $100,000 bonds 
f the Pacific Express company at Omaha. 
iscussing this matter, Kimmel said: 

“ A relative of mine became involved in the : 
disappearance of $100,000 bonds belonging to 
the Pacific Express company of Omaha and 
I had some letters and papers that interested 
him. That was in February and March, 1898, 
and in July—or, to be exact, on July 28—I was 
called to the Midland hotel, Kansas City, Mo. 
There I smoked a cigar, was made deathly 
sick, drank some whisky, and became uncon- 
scious. When I came to, I was a prisoner ina 
house in Olive street, in St. Louis, a distant 
city. They tried to keep me by taking my 
clothes. I escaped, but they beat me up. 
badly.“

RIVER WRECK CONGESTS LOOP 


Barge Hits Dearborn Bascule; 
Leaves Only 2 Bridges Open.

Traction Head Says Clark Street Span 
Will Be Reopened Today, 


The congestion of traffic in the north part 
of the loop. due to the closing of the Clark 
street viaduct, which has been a cause of 


inconvenience and loss of money to down- 
‘town merchants, was complicated yesterday 


afternoon when the freight bark Iron King 
ran into and disabled the Dearborn street 
pascule bridge. Contractors and engineers 
worked all last night on the Clark street 
bridge in an effort to finish the work suffi- 
otently to run surface cars across it today. 

Should it prove impossible to open the 
Clark street viaduct for traffic today the 
only remaining connecting links between 
the loop and the north side will be the State, 
Rush, and Wells street bridges, with State 
and Wells streets the only routes for north 
side surface cars. 


Tow Line Breaks; Causes Smash. 

The abcident to the Dearborn street bridge 
happened in the afternoon. The bascule had 
been raised for the Iron King, which was 
just coming in from the lake, and was being 
towed by the tug William Dickenson. The 
barge was under half steam. When the boats 
were between the State and Dearborn street 
bridges one of the tow limes snapped. The 


other hawser also parted. 


The heavy barge crashed through the pu- 
ing of the bridge, bent the heavy supporting 
girders almost double, and also the shafts of 
the hoisting machinery, hit the concrete 
foundation and came to a stop with its pilot 
house in the middle of what had been the 
sidewalk. The freighter sustained damages

WOMEN EMPLOYES TAKE LEAD 


New Members Total 650, Comprising 
Ticket Agents, Motormen, Conduct- 
ors, Guards, and Track Men. 


Six hundred and fifty new members were 
added to the Elevated Street Railway Em- 
ployés union yesterday when the employés 
of the South Side Elevated road were union- 
ed. 

The new members comprise 150 women and 
500 men. including ticket agents, motormen, 
conductors, guards, and trackmen.

4a Puts Question to Bryan. 

“I shall not attempt to give it a close, 
lawyeér-like interpretation, but I think it is 
mot departing from the declaration of the 
court to say that they find any contract in 
restraint of trade, made for the purpose of 
excluding competition, controlling prices, or 
of maintaining a monopoly, in part or in 
whole, is contrary to the statute and is sub- 
ject to injunction and indictment under 
this statute in the federal courts where it 
affects interstate trade. 

„Now, I would like to ask Mr. Bryan or 
any of the other publicists and jurists who 
have been denouncing tbis opinion as the 
surrender of the rights the people and 
@ weurpation of judicial power to tell the 
public what particular contract or restraint 
of interstate trade he would condemn which 
would not be condemned within this definition 

.of the court. The difficulty with the literal | 
construction of the statute is that it would 
denounce a great many minor or incidental 
restrains of trade; which made the statute 
ridiculous and weakened its effect and Tent 
support to the criticisms and contemptuous 
treatment of the statute by those who were 
opposed to its passage und enforcement.” 


@ Some Restraint Not Condemned. 

The president here’tited the case of a 
man who owned some steamboats that did 
some interstate business on the Ohio river.

» agreed not to reéngage in the business 
tor a term of years—restraint of trade, but 
a restraint that was incidental to the sale 
of the good will and consequently not con- 
demned by the statute as hostile to the 
public interest. 

“The Supreme court in this case,“ the 
president continued, “gave a reagponable 
construction to the statute and eliminated 
from its operation those harmiess useful 
incidental restraints growing out of lawful 
contracts which are made for an entirely 
different purpose from that of controlling 

or maintaining a monopoly by sup- 

competition and which have always 

been recognized as properly enforceable by 
courts of both law and equity. 

“It is said that the Supreme court has 
read something into the statute that was not 
there before; that it has inserted the word 
reasonable before resrainte of trade, when 
the same court had said that this could not 
be properly done, because congress had evi- 
Gently not intended to include such a limiting 
word in, the statute. This is not fair to the 
court. .

„Under these conditions, I am entirely e- 
posed to an amendment of the anti-trust law.

Tested and brought into prac- 
tical and beneficial usc by twenty years of 
litigation and construction by the highest 
court, whg should we imperil its usefulness 
by experiments? . 

If the avowed purpose is to make it

Quebec, Sept. 18—[Gpecial.}—Politics is not 
thé business science in Canada it ie in the 
United States. Neither party has a national 
headquarters, nor does it hold national con- 
ventions There are po primaries to be 
watched. However, there are federal and 
local committees and there are conventions 
for the making of nominations. These are 
essential. 

Also, there are machines, not as the Amert- 
can politician knowg them, though our meth- 
ods are creeping across the border. There is 
big business in politics, and there is money 


„In the tobacco company the decree could galore. Luckily for the residents of the 


dominion, politics here has not been indorpo- 
rated as yet. With development this will 
come. There are signs of its assault upon the 
people; but itis to be hoped that Canada will 
take a lesson from the United States and 
guide itself accordingly. 


Seemingly Bad Politics. 

There is one feature of Canadian nomina- 
tions which seems.to be bad politics to the 
American politician. It is that a man may 
run in any district or riding which chooses 
to name him and may even be a candidate 
in several ridings. Sir Wilfrid Laurier, for 
example. was nominated by the Liberals of 
Quebec Hast, and, because of the belief that 
his prestige would help the Liberals of 
Soulanges, he was asked to be their candi- 
‘date. The postmaster general is the nominee 
of Beauce, Quebec, which, it is said, would 
elect his boots, and also has become the can- 
didate of Montmagny. 

If Sir Wilfrid and the postmaster general 
each carries the two districts in which he is 
running, they will each resign the seat less 
acceptable to him and hold the other. A by- 
election will then be called, and the govern- 
ment will be able to concentrate upon it all 


| the forces at its command. 


Conservatives Were at Sea. 

Had Sir Wilfrid Laurier expected any such 

Position to the reciprocity agreement as 
has ariser, he would undoubtedly have fixed 
the day of the elections within a few weeks 
after the adjournment of parliament. At 
that time the Conservatives were at sea as 
to the course they should pursue. They 
did not know whether it would be wise to 
support reciprocity or to oppose it. 

It was the belief of the Laurier government 
that the reciprocity issue was so advan- 
tageous that an election with it as the chief 
issue would result in a triumphant return 
ot the government and consequent vindica- 
tion of all that it has done. It was deemed 
wise to let the reciprocity issue sink in. 

It has sunk in, but it has not done 60 in 
the way expected. The Conservatives finally 
rallied in opposition to reciprocity, and 
shouted loud and long for protection. Money 
knows no politics when its interests are af- 
fected. It has flowed from gland and 
the United States, from the manufacturers 
and railroads of Canada. It is being dis- 
tributed among provinces and is going into 
ridings where there is hope of Liberal de- 
feat.

Great Massmeeting in Dublin 


Adopts Resolution to 
That End. 


HURTS ATLANTIC TRAFFIC 


Regiments Ordered to Return to 
the Capital; More Trains 
Stop. 


DUBLIN, Sept. 16.—A great massmeeting 
of rall way employés wae held tonight and a 


strike on the Great Southern and Western, 
the Great Northern, and the Midland Great 
Western, the three principal reilways in Ire- 
land, 

All the Dublin regiments which are absent 
on practice have been ordered to return to 
this city. The Royal Irish constabulary and 
the Dublin mounted police are guarding the 
railway stations. 

The entire trouble grows out of the re- 
fusal on the part of two men to handle timber 
belonging to a firm which hed a Giepute with 
its men and had employed nonunionists. 
|} The Southeastern railway escaped being in- 
volved in the trouble by complying with the 
demands of the men not being asked to han- 
die the obnoxious timber. 


Great Southern Tied Up. 

There was no cessation of work tonight 
except on the Great Southern, which is tied 
up. The men on the other lines are expected 
to quit tomorrow. 

Cross channel traffic has been considerably 
affected, the Rosslare and Fishguard serv- 
es to England being blocked. 

It is expected that Atlantic traffic from 
Queenstown will become seriously disturbed. 
Five Atlantic liners are due to call at that 
port this week and it is probable that the 
Carmania, due tomorrow, will carry all the 
maile for Liverpool. 

No night mal) trains left here this even- 
ing and the specials which usually carry 
people to and from the racing meet at the 
Curragh were canceled. Only four of thirty 
trains scheduled to leave Limerick were sent 
out. 


Night Trains on Main Line Stop. 

At Cork there was a stoppage of the night 
trains on the main line of the Great Southern, 
as the conductors and engineers have joined 
the mers. At Queenstown this afternoon 
the whole station staff, with the exception 
of the stationmaster, quit work.

It was stated at the president's office that 
soldiers would be sent from the capital in the 
morning to Chiapas. 

Twelve followers of Ricardo Flores Magon 
and three Maderistas are reported to have 
been killed in a battle fought near Camargo 
last night.

FRANCE PLAYS ON 


GERMAN POVERTY 


Forces Satisfactory Settle- 
ment of Moroecan Dispute, 


Report Says. 


AMERICANS ALSO IN DEAL, 


CABLE NEW 


Financiers from United States | 
Agree to Take Part of $10,- 
000,000 Loan. 


[BY CABLE TO THE cHicaco rnb 

PARIS, Sept. 18.—It is reported in financial 
circles that American financiers are respon- 
sible for the expected satisfactory conclusion 
tomorrow of the Franco-German negotia- 
tions in regard to Morocco. The story goes 
that Germany made $75,000,000 in the stock 
market over the scare caused by the appeat- 
ance of the German gunboat at Agadir. This 
was all lost in the recent panic, which was 
caused by the concerted action of French 
financial institutions in withdrawing gold 
from Germany. 

The German government is obdliged to pay 
off next Monday $75,000,000, principally in 4 
per cent treasury notes and German com 
a notes which are outstanding in 


ce and are due the same day. 


Appeal to Baron Rothschild. 

The leading German banks foresaw their 
inability to pay these demands, and their 
representatives approached Baron Rothschild 
of Frankfort on the subject. Baron Roths- 
child came to Paris to confer with leading 
financial magnates in regard to the crisis. 
The conference lasted all day yesterday 

Last night the American banking vepre- 
sentative came forward and agreed to share 
in a loan on condition that Germany should 
agree to give a reply satisfactory to France 
on the Morocco question by 6 o’clock Tuesday 
evening. There is great optimism here over 
the news that Germany is financially hard 
pressed, and is therefore unable to engage in 
hostilities. The papers here have not printed 
the story about the action of the American 
representative, but it is in circulation in 
financial and other circles. 


Spain Denies Secret Treaty. 

MADRID, Sept. 18.—Premier Canalejas 
categorically denies that there was ever @ 
question of Spain ceding a port or island of 
the Canaries to Germany. 

A Paris dispatch on Sept. 16 quoted the Gil 
Blas as saying that France in her latest com- 
munication to Germany included a request 
for guarantees that no secret treaty existed 
between Spain and Germany concerning the 
sale or transfer of any Spanish territory in 
Morocco or any Canary island to Germany. 


Tribesmen Defeat Spanish. 

TANGIER, Morocco, Sept. 18.—Melilla ad- 
vices say that hostilities continue betwen the 
Spaniards and the Riff tribesmen. The latter 
have made several night attacks on the Span- 
ish positions. 

An engagement on Sept. 12 resulted in a 
victory for the tribesmen, who forced the 
Spanish troops to retire with considerable 
loss. A small detachment of tribesmen killed 
fourteen Spanish soldiers and captured a 
large number of rifies. 

It is reported that the tribesmen are gaining 
rapidly in numbers.

Canada Loses Lutheran Students. 


Lancaster, Pa., Sept. 18.—In presenting the 
report of the German conference to the gen- 
ral council of the Evangelical Lutheran 
church in North America today, the Rev. Dr. 
KE. Hoffman of Berlin, Canada, said that the 
educational institutions of the church in the 
United States were of no benefit to the church 
in Canada. 

Of a score of students sent to this country 
in the last twenty-five years to be educated 
in the church's seminaries, with one or two 
exceptions, all had remained in this country 
and the exceptions had returned to the United 
States after having spent a year at the most 


cluded a week's session here tonight. Due to 
the personality of the presiding officer, Bishop 
Neeley, D. D., of New Orleans, it was the most 
turbulent session of the conference ever held 
in the state. 

Important action was taken on what is

This definition he paraphrases or sum- 
marises thus: 

Any contract in restraint of trade, made 
for the purpose of excluding competition, 
controlling prices, or of maintaining a 
monopoly, in part or in whole, is contrary 
to the statute and is subject to injunction 
and indictment in the federal courts 
where it affects interstate trade. 

‘The president evidently takes no stock in 
the charge that the “rule of reason,” as 
Senator La Follette has declared, has given 
to the Supreme court “a power ovér the 
business interests of the country more des- 


world over his subjects,” and he draws a 
distinction as to the term “reasonable” 
which some of the critics of the rule either 
ignore or do not admit. 

“Until the decision in these last two 
cases,” he said on this point, there was a 
clearly defined hope in the minds of many 
business men who had reached the conclu- 
sion that it was imposible to conduct busi- 
ness on a free competitive basis, and that it 
was necessary to secure monopolistic con- 
trol of prices and competition in order to 
make business reasonably profitable, that in 
some way or other the statute could be con- 
strued so as to make it apply only to unrea- 
sonable monopolies and unreasonable exclu- 
sion of competition and control of prices. 
They had in their minds the thought that in 
some way or other a standard could be set by 
which, if those who enjoyed the monopoly 
and the restraint of competition and the 
control of prices did not abuse their power 
to.the point of seeking from the public ex- 
orbitant profits, their arrangements could 
be held to be only reasonable and not with- 
in the statute or punishable by law.” 

This notion, the president points out, he 
discussed and gave warning against in bis 
message of Jan. 7, 1910, in which he assert- 
ed that to give the power to the courts to 
declare what is and what is not “reason- 
able "—in this interpretation of the word— 
would be to give them a power “ approach- 
ing the arbitrary, the abuse of which might 
involve our whole judicial system in dis- 
aster.” 

On this point there is evident complete 
agreement between the president and Sen- 
ator La Follette. Their chief difference 
seems to turn upon the fact that Senator 
La Follette interprets the rule of reason ” 
to be exactly what the president says it 
is not. 

At any rate, ‘trmly convinced t it the 
Sherman law, as interpreted in the Stand- 
ard Oll and tobacco trust cases, is living 
and adequate to cope with the trust evil, 
the president thus roundly states his po- 
sition: 

We did get along with competition; we 
can get along with it. We did get along 
without monopoly; we can get along 
without it; and the business men of this 
country must square themselves to that 
necessity. Either that, or we must pro- 
ceed to state socialism and vest the gov- 
ernment with power to rum every busi- 
NESS. 

Against this may be set Senator La Fol- 
lette’s assertion that, under the rule of rea- 
son, in the infinite variety that attends 
upon all human conduct, the blending and 
shading of one set of circumstances or con- 
ditions into another, there will be no guide 
for the business world and no rule for the 
courts—no clearly defined line within which 
any one may feel confident that the issues 
have been determined.” It is upon this 
ground that Senator La Follette intro- 
duced a bill in the last senate to further 
protect trade and commerce,” which he 
characterizes not as an amendment but a 
supplement to the Sherman act. The presi- 
dent did not discuss explicitly or extensively 
this point of certitudegPut he closed his ad- 
dress with a recommendation for the incor 
poration of companies engaged in interstate 
commerce, which, under the supervision of 
an executive bureau of the government, 
would be prevented from breaking the law 
and, on the other hand, would be made free 
from the danger of * for innocent 
een.

Ventilation should be by open windows. 
Fach window should be equipped with a 
deflector across the entire bottom. The 
bottom of the window should be so ar 
ranged that it will drain out. It must brush 
out easily. The reason for the deflector and 
the drainage arrangement is that ventila- 
tion may be feasible during snow and rain 
storms. The healthiest of all air is storm 
air. Itisclean. It is highly ozonized, It 
is bracing. The windows must be arranged 
so that this air is available.

SHOULD BE WELL CLEANED. 

M. H. F. writes: Two rooms in the third 
story of my house I have had rented to a man 
whom I believe to have been suffering from 
consumption. He has moved. Is it necessary 
to flisinfect the rooms and how may this be 
done, effectually but simply? 

REPLY. ’ 

Rooms that have been occupied by a consumptive 
should be disinfected and then thoroughly cleaned 
with soap and water, followed by sunning and air- 
ing. The more careless the consumptive the more 
necéesary. Notify your board of health and they 
probably will disinfect for you. If not, you can 
do it yourself. The following plan works well and 
is simple: Get one pint of formalin for each six 
equare feet of floor space. Get some sheets, a 
water bowl or pan and a clothes line. Stretch the 
clothes line ground the room. Close all outside 
doors and windows. Stop-all large openings, such 
as fireplaces and ventilating openings. Do not 
paper up the cracks around the door, the keyhole, 
and similar small openings. It is cheaper to in 
crease the quamfity of formalin used. Open all 
cloget doors. 

Pile the bedding and all clothes in loose, open 
piles. Sprinkle everything extra well; especially 
does this apply to bedding and clothes. 

String the clothes line across the room. Put some 
hot water in the bowl. Add the formalin. Soak the 
sheets in the formalin. Throw them across the 
ling. Leave the room quickly. Close the door. 
Leave the room closed for eight hours. Then go 
in and raise the windows and open the doors. 

If the odor of formalin persists, sprinkle ammonia 
water around. Let the room air for eight hours. 
Now scrub it well with soap and water and finally 
alr and sun for a day. © 

There are more efficient formalin methods, but 
they are not so simple.

INSANITARY WATER SUPPLY. 

M. A. 8. writes: The writer has fre- 
quently heard it contended that typhoid fever 
and other contagious diseases were some- 
times contracted from germs which were 
taken into the system in toilet rooms, both 
in public and private places. Insufficient 
water flushing of toilets we know is of fre- 
quent occurrence, on account of the lack of 
supply at times, especially in second and 
third apartments. Is the above contention 
true and what means of disinfection can be 
used to eliminate this trouble, which, if it 
does not admit of contagion, surely the odors 
might in some way be taken care of? 


REPLY. 

A water supply that does not furnish water above 
the first floor is Insanitary. Closets which do not 
flush should not be used. No disinfectant is of any 
material service. The ordinary deodorizers, such 
as permanganate, chloride of lime, crude carbolic 


mixtures, and many otgers, will add to the com» 


fort but otherwise do not help much. Throwing 
the toilets of the upper floors out of commission 
, cOngests the use of the toilets on the lower floors. 
In this way I have known of contagion being 
spread several times. As the water in the pipes 
in a house falls to a lower level it sometimes, by 
back suction, draws in pollution from toilet tanks. 
Occasionally lowering of pressure in the water 
mains in the streets and in the water pipes in the 
house will allow some sewage to leak in. Insuffi- 
client water for toilet purposes is a condition which 
should not be tolerated in a twentieth century city.

STALE WATER. 

G. S. writes: I have a 160 barrel cistern. 
This cistern is located under the cellar 
floor and the only way I have of cleaning 
same out is by pumping the water entirely 
out and then cleaning. This summer water 
has been scarce—that is, soft water—so did 


not have it pumped out as, usual, but had it | what some southern people said: 


cleaned with a sort of patent arrangement 
that is supposed to take the dirt out with- 
out removing the water. The water now has 
a stale odor, and particularly so when heated. 
Is there any way of purifying same and de- 
termining whether it is sterile or not? 


REPLY. 


The way to determine whether water is sterile 
or not is by bacteriologic examination. It is 
advisable to have the water examined for or- 
ganic pollution at the time the bacteriologic ex- 
amination ig made. 

A chemical and bacteriologic examination, termed 
a sanitary analysis, would no doubt be made for 
you by the laboratory of your state board of 
health at the University of Minnesota. Write 
to them for bottles suitably prepared. You can 
sterilize the water in this cistern by using a good 
strong bleaching powder tn the proportion of three 
pounds to 2,000,000 pounds of water. This, I 
think, figures one-twentieth of a pound for your 
cistern full of water. Wrap the powder in a 
coarse rag and drag it through the water so as 
to distribute the chemical well. The effect of 
this will last but a matter of weeks. 

Can you not empty yoir cistern now and clean 
it and get a supply of water before the freezing 
comes? I take it that your cistern fills with roof 
water. This is alwaye subject to contamination, 
and conditions are not improved by storing it under 
ground away from light and air.

“MONG the rarest works contained in 
u few of the royal and imperial li- 
braries of Europe are certain annual 
contributions from the vatican. Each 
year the pontiff sends to the em- 
peror of Austria, to the kings of Spain, of 
Belgium, and of Saxony, as well as to the 
regent of Bavaria, a volume most artistical- 
ly bound in white vellum and adorned with 
the pontifical arms in gold. containing a 
Latin summary of the confidential annual 
reports supplied to the holy father by his 
nuncios and delegates abroad. 

The Latin is of the most exquisite purity 
and, inasmuch as this practice has been in 
vogue for the last 300 years, and none has 
received these books save the Catholic sov- 
ereigns of countries in which Roman Ca- 
tholicism is the state religion, they are ex- 
ceedingly rare. Even nations, such as 
France, which have abolished monarchical 
forms of government or have broken with 
the vatican, have nevertheless been keenly 
alive to the value of the volumes, as literary 
and historic treasures, and have retuined 
them as such in the state archives, or else 
in the national library.

It is doubtful whether they are 
ever read by the personages for whom they 
are intended. If presented on some state 
occasion they are immediately handed by the 
more or less distinguished recipient to an 
attendant, and that is the last that he sees 
of them. In ninety-nine cases out of every one 
hundred he does not see them at all. Thus, 
when King Edward died, the addresses 
of condolence to King George and of 
wishes for the success of his reign 
numbered upwards of 30,000. They came 
not only from every municipality, 
from every Philanthropic association, cor- 
porate body, public institution, and even 
mere clubs in Great Britain and Ireland, but 
also from similar bodies in the various col- 
Opies. In fact, it would have been almost 
a human impossibility for King George to 
have read them all. 

It is reported that there are no less than 
15,000 of them lying still unopened at the 
home department in Downing street, all hail- 
ing from different portions of Great Britain. 
At the department of the colonies there are 
nearly as many more, still unpacked, while 
the foreign office has likewise its share 
of these testimonials of regard for the late 
king and of good will for King George, from 
British communities and societies in for- 
eign cities, and even from foreign bodies. 

All these addresses have received a stereo- 
typed official acknowledgment. But that 
does not mean that they have ever been seen 
by King George.

How little even the members of the im- 
perial house of Hapsburg knew about the late 
Empress Elizabeth is shown in a rather 
striking fashion in the reminiscences of the 
ex-Crown Princess of Saxony, which have 
just been published. she devotes a con-, 
siderable amount of f attention to the empress 
in the book, but practically admits that it is 
nearly all second hand gossip, since she 
scarcely knew her murdered kinswoman,. 
having only seen her three times in her life, 
once when she was a child of 11, and she hap- 
pened to encounter her in a corridor of the 
Hofburg and received a’ kindly smile as 
Elizabeth passed by without speaking. 

The gecond occasion on which the ex- 
crown princess saw the/empress was just 
three months after the tragedy of Meyerling, 
when, having attained her legal majority, 
she was presented by her mother, the Grand 
Duchess of Tuscany, to the empress at the 
Hofburg in private audience, in order to 
receive from her hands the order of the Star 
Cross. During the entire ceremony, which 
lasted about four minutes, the empress did 
not speak a single word, constantly raising 
her handkerchief to her eyes to wipe away 
the tears that were running down her cheeks. 
The only other time that the ex-crown prin- 
cess ever had the opportunity of approaching

The South Side L“ trains are running 
jammed to the guards at 7:45 to 8:15 a. m. 
Most of the trains have a little standing 
room, but very few by the time they reach 
the Fitty-first street station, where it is 

my misfortune to have to take the train. 

Many passengers at this station, and also 
at Forty-seventh and Forty-third streets, 
have been accustomed for years to take an 
Old Congress street train. The South Side 
company has deemed it advisable to cut 
these trains from five car trains, which were 
always well filled, to four cars, and now 
at Fifty-first, Forty-seventh, and Forty- 
third street stations they can admit at most 
four or five passengers. Yesterday morn- 
ing the platform to which I gained admis- 
sion admitted six passengers; at Forty- 
seventh street two more were squeezed in, 
and at Forty-third street the gates were 
not opened. This morning conditions were 
even worse. 

It is noticed that at Twelfth street and 
Old Congress street were stationed young 
men with tabulated sheets, evidently taking 
statistics. In they arg really there for a 
good purpose they can surely the over - 
crowding that is caused by cutting down 
of cars per train, whereas more trains are 
needed. 

The company advises the püblie that ad- 
ditional trains (Old Congress street) are 
being run from Englewood. It does not 
seem to benefit stations north of Fifty- 
eighth street evenif they aredoingit. Two 
mornings I had a little time to spare and 
rode south to Fifty-fifth street, and again 
to Fifty-eighth street, and the Jackson park 
Old Congress street trains, which were 
about the only Old Congress street trains 
running, apparently were so crowded that 
passengers could positively not get inside 
the doors of the cars. 

Perhaps a word from the Friend of the 
People may help out this matter. 

Old Congress street trains running out 
from the stub in the evening are running 
at least one-third less trains than heretofore. 
Any effort made to correct this nuisance 
will be appreciated by hundreds of regular 
Old Congress street patrons.

That prior to all athletic contests the faculty 
representative of competirg teams shall exchange 
lists of eligible players who are to participate;

RUMORS AGAIN 


Taft Talk and Steel Plans Fig- 
ure in Morning Reports 
on Exchange. 


(NEW YORE TIMES FINANCIAL LEADER. ] 

New York, Sept. 18.—[Special.J—Part of 
the ground gained at the close of last week 
was lost in today’s trading on the stock 
exchange as a result of a sharp selling 


opening. 

Over the week-end the press advices from 
abroad suggesting that the outlook was im- 
proved for a final settlement of the Morocco 
controversy were supplemented by private 
advices to bankers here, and confidence was 
strengthened in the amicable adjustment 
which has all along been counted on in the 
financial district. 

The favorable effect of these satisfactory 
foreign advices was minimized today partly 
by reason of the fact that they were partly 
discounted by the strength of the market 
at the close of last week, and partly because 
attention was diverted to matters at home 
upon which an unfavorable interpretation 
was put largely because of exaggerated im- 
portance which rumor attached to them. 


Trust Rumors Not Well Founded. 
Thus further price cutting in the steel trade was 
reported in a way to suggest the adoption of a 
more aggressive sales policy by the United Sta tes 
Steel corporation and in another direction rumor 


say in respect to the trusts. 

It was indicated later that there had been no 
abandonment by the steel corporation of its policy 
of maintaining as staple a market for steel prod- 
ucts as conditions permit and that the price cut- 
ting reported since the close of last week was in 
effect a repetition of what had been made known 
regarding the shading of previously established 
price schedules. 

So far as the president's references to the trusts 
were concerned it appeared from the premature 
publicatiom during the noon hour ot part of the 
address to be made at Detroit in the afternoon 
and from the full text of the president's speech 
when it was formally released shortly before the 
close of the market that the morning rumors re- 
garding the president's utterances on the trusts 
had not been well founded. 
Naturally the president's references to the in- 
vestigations which the attorney general has un- 
der way in various stages of completion ’’ into 
the affairs of corporations which may be infring- 
ing the Sherman law revived discussion of the 
possibility of further suits under that law, but 


taken in reference to the Sherman law. 


Selling Checked in Afternoon. 


The selling to which the morning’s rumors gave 
impetus was checked early in the afternoon and 
the subsequent recovery was eufficient to reduce 
the losses materially and in a num of instances 
to result in net gains. One of the stocks which 
suffered most by the redirection of attention to 
the likelihood of further anti-trust suits was Inter- 
national Harvester, Whieh ended witn a net de- 
cline of 3% points. United States Steel's net loss 
amounted to only a fraction. 
The course of the markets abroad, particularly 
the French and German money markets, served to 
strengthen the impression that the tension in those 
markets has by no means been due solely to the 
negotiations over Morocco. 

Were the Morocean negotiations the controlling 
influence at the moment in those m s the im- 


rangement between France and Germany wvuld 
have found greater reflection in the Paris and 
Berlin markets. As a matter of fact, discounts 
again rose in Berlin, although at Paris the sterling 
exchange rate recovered part of its recent severe 
decline. 

The Bank of England, too, was able to obtain 
most of the day's arrival of new gold. The further 
rise in the open market rate in Berlin, increasing the 
previous excess of the private discount rate over 
the bank rate, naturally was regarded as increas- 
ing the chances of an advance in the Berlin bank 
rate, while for similar reasons a rise in the Bank 
of England's rate would cause no surprise.

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EXPRESS OFFICIAL 
DEFENDS CHARGES 


C. E. Taylor Talks Before Rail 
Men; Declares Rates 


Reasonable. 


SAYS, “ROADS GBT HALF.”

Pleads Heavy Expense; W. E. 

McCornack Foresees Physical 
Valuation of Railroads. 


What is declared to be practically the first 
public defense by an express company official 
against charges that express rates and 
profits are unreasonably high was made yes- 
terday by C. E. Taylor, general superintend- 
ent of the United States Express company, in 
an address before the Chicago Transporta- 
tion association at its monthly luncheon. 

Heretofore the express companies have 
confined their efforts to controvert such 
chatges mainly to proceedings before the 
courts and the state railroad commissions in 
cases involving reductions in rates. Mr. Tay- 
lor's address is declared to be indicative of a 
new policy of the express companies seeking 
to justify themselves before the public, a 
policy. the railroads have pursued for some 
time. 

Points Increase in Expenses. 

“The express companies have attained 
their prominence in the transportation world 
solely by-reason of the service they render.“ 
said Mr. Taylor. The business of today, 
while similar to the business of the past as to 
operation, js much curtailed as to net earn- 
ing power of the companies. This is caused 
by the continuous and gredual increase of 
salaries of employés and of the cost of para- 
phernalia used in the business; by the gradu- 
al, if sight, decrease in rates; and, most em- 
phatically ®y the faster passenger train 
schedules put.in force, which means a larger 
per cent of the express companies’ earnings 
must go to the railroad companies to meet 
such increased expense if the public is to be 
served by the fastest mode of transportation 
by its express companies. 

These various increased expenses are not 
as yet overcome by the growth in the volume 
of business, and as a result, some express 
companies are making a hard struggle to 
earn en igh net today to pay modest divi- 
dends to their stock or shareholders and not 

dig into their surplus nor impair their high 
financia! standing. 
Declare Rates Are Reasonable. 


% Ninety to ninety-eight per cent of each dollar 
taken in, goes to pay expenses. If some express 
companies can make net from 3 to 5-cents out of a 
gross dollar charge they are doing well. The rates 
in effect by express companies today are reason- 
able. we believe, based on the cost to handle the 
business. 
but one outcome, the ceasing of carrying express 
on passenger trains.’ 

In explaining the rate making sytem, Mr. Taylor 
asserted that on the average 50 per cent of the 
express companies’ gross earnings goes to the rail- 
roads under the usual form of contract. 

Advantages to be derived from a physical valua- 
tion of the railroad property of the United States 
was outlined by Walter E. McCornack of Chicago,

until recently attorney for the interstate commerce 
commission, in an address during the day before 

the Transpertation Association of Milwaukee. 
He declared that & value ascertained by such an 
appraisal would be mainly useful as an indication 
of how much the reilroads should be allowed to 
earn from their entire schedules of rates. 

Mr. MoeCornack, however, pointed out many 
almost ingurmounmtable difficulties in attempting 
to fix the thousands of Individual rates on such a 
basis. A valuation, he said, will assist the inter- 
gtate commerce commiseiom materially in getting 
at the reasonableness of individual rates, but could 
probably never be used as a basis for accurately 
and scientifically determining rates. 


Declares Appraisal Will Come. 
“There is no question,“ said Mr. McCornack, 


Material reduction in rates could have | 
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% dut that an appraisal of the railroad property of 
the United States will be made at some future date. 
The question naturally arises whether such an 
appraisal will advance or reduce rates. No one 
knows the answer. But the great point to be de- 
termined now, would seem to be to have some prin- 
ciple or some valuation determined which will per- 
mit rates, both individual and the whole schedule, 
to be reduced as the volume of traffic increases. 
The interstate commerce commission has fre- 
quently attempted to obtain from congress an ap- 
propriation for the purpose of ascertaining the 
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valuation of the railroads. The immediate pur- 
pose for obtaining this valuation is to meet or 
offset the testimony of certain carriers as to the cost 
of reproducing their properties in certain actions 
im court, where the carriers seek to enjoin the en- 
forcement of orders of the commission upon the 
ground that they are confiscatory. 

While the commission never has claimed that 
it will use this valuation as a basis for establigh- 
ing reasonable rates of a carrier, nevertheless the 
possibility of such a scheme of ratemaking ig a 
live and momentous question, 

“The work of appraisa! should be done by a board 
of arbitration, absolutely neutral, upon which the 
carriers should ve representation. If the ap- 
praisal is done alone by the government it will not, 
I think, be binding on the carriers or the courts, 
and it may have to be done all over.“
